FINANCIAL ASPECTS OF A 
MERGED SCHOOL DISTRICT 
We believe that the residents 
in the Warren area are being 
handed a distorted financial im­ 
pression of school operation un­ 
der the proposed m erger sys­ 
tem. 
To imply that because of 
a m e r g e r your tax bill will 
jump to 26 m ills is absolutely 
falsel 
We believe that many resi­ 
dents of the area, to llowing state­ 
ments made at a meeting of the 
jointure’s boards and a few citi­ 
zens, and through a few unfor­ 
tunate press reports, now are 
under the illusion that a m erger 
will be a costly type of school 
district. 
The fact is that your school 
costs are going up no m atter 
what type of district is utili­ 
zed 
lf the jointure is contin­ 
ued the costs wi l l rise and 
there will be less help from the 
state. 
If a m erger is adopted 
the expenses also will increase 
despite th e state’s additional 
help. 
The m easure which we should 
be using is that which will deter­ 
mine what is best for the young 
people whose education is our 
responsibility. 
The shifting of 
a mill in one direction or the 
other is a trifling consideration 
compared with the value of a well 
rounded school system. 
As o u r schools operate today 
there are many young people 
denied a complete education and 
there is little doubt that an en­ 
lightened public in the future 
will demand improvements that 
will correct this situation. But 
why wait for the future when to 
a c t now offers double value, 
early improvement of our sys­ 
tem and additional financial help 
from the state? 


* 
FINANCIAL ESTIMATES 
This editor claims that we 
could operate today in the blue 
if the nine districts that com­ 
prise the W arren area jointure 
were combined in a merged dist­ 
rict and if the millage were 19. 
That is a single mill increase 
in Warren, which is a mighty 
small price for a more effi­ 
cient operation. 
In most of the other districts 
it is a large decrease, as Elk 
and Conewango township resi­ 
dents will assure you. Little Wat­ 
son would have the largest change 
because of its 5.5 millage. But 
lf it doesn’t like the idea there 
is nothing to prevent it from 
voting against the m erger and to 
continue to operate as a join­ 
ture school, which means less 
help from the state. 
You have 
to make a choice. 
School officials have prepared 
a group of figures in an effort 
to provide the public with an 
estimate of comparative costs. 
As we operate today the com­ 
bined receipts this year should 
be about $2,296,621. 
Of this 
amount $1,027,731 comes from 
local taxes and $1,147,439 is 
from the state. 
The difference 
if you are using a pencil is the 
beginning balance of $121,451. 
Over half our money comes 
from the state. 
If we were operating this year 
as a merged district and were 


using a millage of 18 our local 
receipts would be $979,006. Our 
payments from the state would 
be $ 1,209,611. A dding the begin­ 
ning balance we would have a 
total of $2,310,068. 
Our expenses this year total 
$2,310,816. 
Under a m erger, 
due to increased services to the 
student body the total would be 
$2,344,878. An increase of about 
$43,000, 
With our estim ated income of 
$2,310,068 we would need about 
$34,000. 
Inasmuch as a mill 
a p p a r e n t l y i s worth a b o u t 
$45,573 in the area as a whole, 
a 19-mill rate would more than 
cover us. 
That is today. 
How about to­ 
morrow? 
THE FUTURE 
There is little doubt that edu­ 
cation is going to cost us more 
in the future than it does today. 
Considering the taxes available 
on the local level there also is 
little doubt in our mind that the 
state must do the collecting and 
the paying. 
We can return to little red 
school house thinking and re­ 
fuse help for improvements, but 
we will pay the cost whether or 
not we benefit. 
State taxes go 
on a san as si st to the progressive. 
lf we do not choose to progress 
we will pay the bill without the 
advantages. 
With this in mind it is obvious 
to us that the most efficient type 
of organization will serve our 
purpose m u c h better in the 
future, and we would not be 
surprised if some day the state 
even will legislate the change 
and make it mandatory. 
It seems wise to beat evo­ 
lution and benefit by the finan­ 
cial inducement now dangled be­ 
fore us by the state in the form 
of an additional $80,000 a year, 
away when all districts in the 
state simplify their organiza­ 
tions. 
In fact, we are confident 
that state help will increase. 
Tax structure and politics will 
assure centralized help in the 
future. 
No party would remain 
long in office if it reduced the 
school dollar from H arrisburg, 
and the money is not available 
through o u r present form of 
local taxes. 
Those who speak of m ills up 
to heights of 26 for the entire 
district are referring to condi­ 
tions which may prevail no mat­ 
te r whether we are in jointure 
o r m erger form. 
New schools 
will be built. Teaching salaries 
will increase. Both are needed. 
But do not confuse them with 
or blame them on the m erger 
proposal. 
This is important. The public 
should not have increased taxes 
associated with a m erger school 
district. 
The increases will 
come in any case. 
The ques­ 
tion before us will be, what is 
th e most efficient method of 
spending it. We contend, and all 
the major corporations in the 
native will agree, that a small, 
representative board with the 
whole area as its responsibi­ 
lity and unhampered by provin­ 
cial thinking and 18 50-lines on 
the map, will be m ore efficient 
than the present awkward, ramb­ 
ling arrangement. 


NEW YORK 


It is a sobering spectacle, 
this United Nations General As­ 
sembly session. 
It looks like 
an international zoo, but it also 
speaks volumes about what has 
happened to the American and 
Western position in the world in 
the past seven-and-a-half years. 
Josef V. Stalin died only a 
couple of months after Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower took office. But 
Stalin, whose method was ter­ 
ro r, 
had terrified the whole 
world and was on speakingterms 
with almost no one. So it is 
perhaps more revealing to choose 
a somewhat later date — Feb­ 
ruary 8, 1955, for example, when 
the 
installation 
of the new, 
brightly smiling leading team 
of Nikolai Bulganin and Nikita 
S. Khrushchev brought Khrush­ 
chev to his first pinnacle of 
supreme power. 
On that date, if you care to 
think back, Khrushchev might 
have joined his own United Na­ 
tions delegation in New York 
if he chose. And he might also 
have secured the companionship 
of Poland’s sinister B eirut,Hun­ 
gary’s slimy and blood-stained 
Rakosi, and the other satellite 
bosses of the period. 
But Khrushchev 
could have 
done hand-stands, offered free 
Aswan dams, sent diplomatic task 
forces, an d promised special 
tours to the other side of the 
moon without bringing to the 
U. N. a single national leader 
of any consequence from any 
country beyond the military bor­ 
ders of the Soviet empire. With 
many bribes and much flattery 
he might just possibly have per­ 
suaded the bemused Sokamo to 
come along from Indonesia; but 
even this inconsequential suc­ 
cess would have been unlikely. 
Today, in contrast, on Amer­ 
ica’ s doorstep, so to say, Khrush­ 
chev is able to give his own 
party, and to give it against the 
will of the State Department and 
the President of the UnitedStates. 
Furtherm ore, this is not the 
sort of party that smarty gave. 


'Everyone is Coming, including 
even President Eisenhower; and 
everyone is coming precisely be­ 
cause 
American and Western 
influence has declined and Soviet 
influence has intruded in just 
about every strategically signifi­ 
cant area of the globe. 


Not all the members of the 
zoo-like assemblage of chiefs 
of state and national bosses have 
followed Khrushchev to the U. N. 
by his direct invitation. Among 
the professional neutrals, for 
example, he used Egypt’s Carnal 
Abdel Nasser as his lever. Nas­ 
ser, the human symbol of Soviet 
was persuaded to come along 
by the Soviet Ambassador to 
Cairo. Nasser in turn persuad­ 
ed Yugoslavia’s Tito, and Tito 
and Nasser together persuaded 
Jawaharlal Nehru. 
In the case of Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro, of course, the merest 
telephone call sufficed 
The 
same held true for Guinea's Se- 
kou Toure, who has taken a far 
m o r e 
undisguised pro-Com- 
munist line than Castro in the 
heart of Africa. Ghana’s Kkru- 
mah is reported to have decid­ 
ed to join the party, partly for 
the party itself, partly to please 
Khrushchev, and partly because 
of the examples set by others. 
Several more of the national 
leaders here assembled are in 
the Nkrumah category. 
There are simple reasons why 
Khrushchev has thus been able 
to organize his own party of 
chiefs of state and heads of gov­ 
ernment on America’s doorstep, 
despite the American govern­ 
ment’s best efforts to turn it 
into the kind of party smarty 
gave. In South America, to be­ 
gin- with, there is not only Cas­ 
tro; there are at least six other 
national situations which may 
explode at any moment into Cas­ 
tro-like governments. 
In Southeast Asia, again, the 
tiny, obscure but geographically 
crucial nation of Laos has just 
been flagrantly invaded, for the 
second time, by Laotian Com­ 
munist 
and Vietnamese units 


trained and organ! zed by Khrush­ 
chev’s satellites in North Viet­ 
nam. This obscure invasion in 
jungle territory, wh i c h failed 
when it was tried a year ago, 
may well succeed this time be­ 
cause of internal divisions in 
Laos. 
If it succeeds, Cambodia 
and South Vietnam will be next 
on th e is t. 
In Africa, yet again, the Soviet 
agent, Patrice Lumumba, has 
suffered 
a 
setback, 
and the 
massive Communist beachhead 
in the Congo has been at least 
temporarily liquidated. But in 
that chaotic and unhappy country, 
another turn of the wheel is 
likely at any time. Meanwhile, 
it is just as important to note 
that the two most outstanding 
Africa leaders, the Arab chief, 
N asser of Egypt, and the biggest 
single Negro figure, Nkrumah 
of Ghana, vigorously supported 
the Soviet agent, Lumumba, at 
least until the recent Congo coup 
d’etat. 
With th e 
sole exception of 
Australia-New Zealand, there is 
not a single area on the face of 
the globe where the decline of 
American influence and the rise 
of Soviet influence cannot be 
clearly observed Even In West­ 
ern Europe, the Soviets have 
openly begun to attack the free­ 
dom of West Berlin by carefully 
calculated salami tactics. 
The 
aim is clear. This country has 
no more sacred trust. Yet the 
American 
an d 
Western 
re­ 
sponse to the attack on Berlin 
has thus far been feeble and in­ 
decisive. 
If anyone doubts the reality 
of the decline we have experi­ 
enced, let him look at the world, 
and then look at this U. N. 
session.

Democrats 
Show 
* Great 
Restraint 


By M arquis Childs 


WASHINGTON. — 
With the 
temptation strong as it m ust be 
to shout, “ Who lost Cuba to the 
Com m unists?” 
the D em ocrats 
have thus far in the campaign 
shown adm irable restraint. The 
contrast with 1952 is startling 
— when m ost Republicans from 
General Eisenhower and Richard 
Nixon on down were shouting, 
“ Who lost China” and the Je n ­ 
n e t and the M cCarthys were 
trum peting, "Twenty years of 
treaso n ,” 
It is , of course, early and 
when the heat is turned up in 
the last weeks the conspicuous 
targets of Cuba and the other 
failures in the foreign field may 
prove irresistib le. 
But the re ­ 
straint shown so far is all on 
the plus side, if not for the De­ 
m ocrats certainly for the nation 
as a whole. 
A m inor exception is the ef­ 
fort of Senators Jam es Eastland 
of M ississippi and Thomas J. 
Dodd of Connecticut, Dem ocrats, 
to use the power of the Senate 
internal security sub com m ittee 
to level a M cCarthyist type of 
attack at the State Department. 
They charged that certain un­ 
named officials in the d ep art­ 
ment were responsible for Fidel 
C astro’s coming to pow er.These 
allegations were based on the 
testim ony of two political am ­ 
bassadors who had qualified for 
the post in Havana by contri­ 
buting generously to the Repub­ 
lican campaign chest. 
A 
symptom of the changed 
tim es was the way in which this 
damp squib sputtered out. Sec­ 
retary of State C hristian H erter 
said he was outraged at charges 
that were scarcely worthy of 
denial. With a little m ore frank­ 
ness he might have added that 
the real cause for blame was 
in sending to a sensitive spot 
in the troubled Caribbean two 
fat-cat am bassadors who could 
not possibly be expected to under 
stand the Batista dictatorship and 
the once-popular revolution that 
over threw it. 
But theEastland-D oddalliance 
is not to be laughed off. 
They 
have made it their business to 
try to compel the Nobel Prize 
winnin scientist, Linus Pauling, 
to turn over to diem the names 
of other scientists who helped 
circulate petitions calling for an 
end of nuclear testing. Pauling 
has taken the issue to tile courts 
and will carry it to the Supreme 
Court itself. 
As he is one of the m ost- 
distinguished scientists in the 
world, his fellow scientists both 
here at home and elsewhere a - 
round the globe have begun to 
protest indignantly at what seems 
to them an effort to persecute 
him for his political views. If 
the courts, 
for legal reasons 
having little to do with the facts 
in the case, deny his request 
to enjoin the Internal Security 
Committee, Pauling is very like­ 
ly to go to jail. 
This is an 
advertisem ent that can do far 
m ore harm to Am erica in the 
uncommitted nations and even 
in W estern Europe than all the 
Communist propaganda that Mos­ 
cow can put out. 
The question of suspension of 
nuclear tests with proper inspec­ 
tion and control is an enormously 
complicated 
one and, conceiv­ 
ably too, in making him self one 
of the principal propagandists for 
resum ing testing, regardless of 
the determ ination of the E isen­ 
hower Administration to p ersist 
in exploring every possibility for 
an agreem ent, Dodd has also gone 
too far.

Governor Abraham Ribicoff 
of Connecticut and John Bailey, 
the Dem ocratic chairman of that 
state, a re responsible for putting 
Dodd in the Senate, 
As two 
of the principal backers and ad­ 
visers of Senator Kennedy this 
m ust give them pause. A recent 
New York Tim es survey of Negro 
voters in Harlem showed one 
source of disaffection with the 
Dem ocratic party was the power 
in C ongress of Southern e x tre ­ 
m ists such as Eastland. 
The 
alliance of Eastland and Dodd, 
the extrem e right of North and 
South, will hardly be calculated 
to reassu re them. 
It is not that questions of for­ 
eign policy can be kept out of 
the campaign. 
V ice-President 
Nixon may be telling A m ericans 
just what they want to hear — 
that the United States is the big­ 
gest, the bravest, the boldest, 
the best in everything. 
But he 
can scarcely, being a realist him ­ 
self, expect to silence Senator 
Kennedy 
by 
accusing him of 
peddling gloom and doom. 
The voter is entitled to a 
discussion of the m istakes in 
foreign policy as seen by the 
opposition. 
And t Iiis on broad 
and general 
lines Kennedy is 
undertaking to do. 
That is not, 
as he insists, downgrading A - 
m erica. 
Presum ably at a later 
date he will come up with the 
specifics on what 
he 
believes 
must be done to reverse the 
trend that he charges is running 
against this country. 
But discussion is one thing 
and the wild Com m unist-baiting 
the Republicans indulged in eight 
years ago is quite another. 
If 
under the Trum an Adm inistration 
two trusted employees of the 
National Security Agency had e s ­ 
caped the country and defected 
publicly in Moscow, one can im ­ 
agine the scream s of outrage that 
would have gone up. Yet, so far 
as this reporter has observed, 
no highly placed Democrat has 
taken up this cry over what in 
so huge a security-intelligence 
apparatus must be accounted a 
tragic and perhaps a stupid a c ­ 
cident. 
It is a time for sobriety 
and m aturity and, fortunately, the 
worst fevers of that other era 
seem to have subsided.

It is not likely that 
the papers not heard from will 
change the ratio. 
If that is true, the Republi­ 
cans may not be enjoying quite 
so large a margin as they have 
in recent elections. 
They had 
60 per cent of the editors be­ 
hind them in 1936, 66 in 1940, 
60 in 1944, 65 in 1948, 67 in 
1952, and 62.3 in 1956. 
Which suggests that the public 
does much of its own thinking. 
The Democrats actually have the 
majority party.

dicted a year ago. 
But it isn’t “ steel slump’’ or 
“ auto glut” or even “ pockets of 
unemployment,” on top of the 
stock market, that have roused 
me from my rosy dreams of 
riches. 
The alarm clock in this 
instance is a two-word question 
encountered in the weekly bulle­ 
tin of a business and market 
analyzer for which Chez Robb 
pays $65 annually. 
“ Recession 
Ahead?” 
asks 
this bulletin of the customer 
who thought he was paying his 
$65 annually to get the answers. 
Under this pointed question, the 
bulletin follows with two para­ 
graphs. 
But bless me if I can 
figure 
out 
whether 
they say 
“ Yes,” “ No” or “ Maybe” ! Or 
all three. 
Throughout the years, I have 
noted that no writers in the 
world are as cagey as finan­ 
cial 
scriveners. 
They must 
operate under a union or fraternal 
oath that pledges them to am­ 
biguity. 
They are always sub­ 
ject to more interpretations than 
Nostradamus. 
Let me cite the second para­ 
graph under the rude query Re­ 
cession Ahead?” It reads: 
“ Quite 
a 
few (economists) 
commented that we are merely 
coasting along with high income 
and productivity but lacking any 
real growth. 
Because of the 
normal fall pickup, the cyclical 
trend will be hard to pinpoint 
during the next few months. By 
early 1961, it should become 
clearer whether the economy is 
going to pick up momentum or 
go into reverse.” 
This is a splendid example of 
the “ It will or it won’t” school 
of financial interpretation, or 
“ It may, or, again, it may not” 
type of prognostication. 
Some­ 
times, it is simply known as the 
spread-eagle system. 
At all 
odds, 
it 
covers 
every 
con­ 
tingency. 
No matter what hap­ 
pens, 
marketwise, 
the 
above 
writer has covered all fronts and 
all exits. 
If the market goes 
up, down, sidewise or rests on 
a plateau, he can always say -- 
and justifiably — “ I told you so.” 
Who can dispute it? Because, 
come right down to it, what has 
he said? 
(For that $65 a year, 
I ought to be allowed one $64 
question.) 
He has committed 
himself to nuttin’. 
Nor did he 
in the preceding paragraph where 
he noted “ there was some divi­ 
sion between those holding that 
we are already having a reces­ 
sion and those who think a mild 
shakeout is ahead.” 
At least on the financial page, 
the customer is privileged, in 
fine democratic fashion, to pay 
his money and to take his choice. 
It’s sort of caveat emptor with 
a vengeance. 
But that’s the way the fortune 
cookie crumbles so far in 1960. 
The financial witch doctors still 
have nine years in which to make 
good with every man a king, and 
they probably will with all bets 
hedged in octogonal prose.

Just when we all thought radio 
networks were going out of busi­ 
ness, along comes a fellow who 
is making a business — and a 
good one — out of bringing to­ 
gether radio networks. His name 
is Jerry Johnston and it all 
started over football. 
About 
four years ago, Johnson left the 
advertising agency he was work­ 
ing for to open his own office. 
“ I had been working on a 
football show at the agency he 


continued on my own,” he ex­ 
plained. 
“ What I did was find 
a number of radio stations in­ 
terested in certain f o o t b a l l 
games, and I strung them to­ 
gether into a short of network. 
We started with football — now 
we've got grand opera. 
‘ ’What 
always bothered me 
when you went to a network to 
buy time, was that you got stuck 
with stations in cities you didn’t 
want and you didn’t always get 
into cities you did want. If you 
wanted Louisville and the net­ 
work didn’t have a station there, 
you didn’t get in. 
So we put 
together our own network. 
We 
buy time on IOO stations of our 
choice, not the network’s choice. 
We plan on covering 98 per cent 
of the United States.” 


Johnston points out that the 
kind of program he puts on his 
made-to-order network 
must 
have substance. 
“ It’s got to be 
something no other station in the 
area can offer. Otherwise, why 
would people listen? 
It’s got to 
be good — opera, sports, sym­ 
phony — the sort of thing people 
have strong feelings for. 
This 
has a lot of advantages because 
the stations then won’t DB (de­ 
lay broadcasts) it because of 
an azalea festival. 
Also, they 
promote the show because they 
wanted it in the first place. 


“ What’s more, we can buy any 
amount of time we want to buy. 
We got Texaco as an account. The 
opera was having trouble on the 
networks. 
The stations would 
DB it at the most ridiculous 
time — nine in die morning on 
Sundays or eleven at night. Even 
opera lovers wouldn’t listen at 
those hours. 
Most of the time 
it wasn’t live in lots of cities. 
The stations were simply unable 
to carry programs live when the 
network wanted them to. Seventy 


per cent of the broadcasts were 
at the darndest times you ever 
heard. We didn't have any trouble 


selling the opera either. 
Set 
up an opera network. 
“ If you must know, the same 
thing applies to television. But 
in television it gets into a bil­ 
lion dollar business. 
We’ll get 
into television, too, one day, but 
we have to walk before we run.” 
Johnston admitted that setting 
up his own network was a little 
more expensive than buying time 
on 
an existing network, but the 
client gets what he wants and what 
he pays for. 
“ The audience of 
the opera is a very loyal one. 
The stations which bought the 
opera are proud of it, and they 
promote it, whereas the affiliates 
that once carried opera weren’t 
interested at all. It wasn’t con­ 
venient for them. 
Since I have 
set up the Texaco Metropolitan 
Opera network, I’ve had eight out­ 
fits get in touch with me to find 
out what we can do for them. 
Got 
one 
of those calls this 
morning.” 
Already Johnston is beginning 
to explore other avenues besides 
opera and sports. 
“ Soap operas are going off the 
air and there’s a whole built­ 
in audience waiting for the,” he 
says wonderingly. “ Fifteen sta­ 
tions have called me to say they 
are interested in daytime serials 
and what can I do for them. 
I’d be interested in doing some­ 
thing in that line if it were any 
good. 
I’m interested in that 
program where they dramatize 
best sellers. 
“ But music is the thing most 
other sponsores are interested 
in. They’d be interested in good 
radio drama, too, I bet. 
We 
could have a rotating program 
with the various leading sym­ 
phonies, throughout the country. 
Then we could make up our own 
orchestra and broadcast from 
Carnegie Hall. 
Music is the 
common denominator. Notes are 
the same in Russia or in Ameri­ 
ca, and everybody loves the same 
ones. 
All the letters to the 
Metropolitan Opera Co. say how 
much they appreciate it. Never 
mind about ratings.” 
Just when everyone was saying 
that radio networks were fin­ 
ished, too.

The only sport that is moving 
backward in 
Pennsylvania 
is 
baseball. 
At least this is true 
in high school. Four years ago 
733 
high schools had baseball 
teams. This year it had dropped 
to 687. 
Every other sport has grown. 
Even 
basketball and 
football, 
which are old staples and it 
would seem impossible to find 
more schools for them, have 
increased. Basketball was play­ 


ed in 1,023 schools away back 
in 19 54. 
Today it is played in 
1,056. 
Football in the same 
p e r i o d 
increased 
from 
714 
schools to 795. 
Track is the next most preva­ 
lent sport. It has moved from 
449 
schools 
six years ago to 
532 today. There has been an 
amazing 
i n c r e a s e 
in cross 
country running. Six years ago 
67 high schools had teams. To­ 
day there are 121 cross country 
hordes trotting over hill and 
dale. 
The big jump has been en­ 
joyed by wrestling which has 
more than doubled from its 121 
schools in 19 54 to 287 today. 
Even volleyball is gaining its 
place, with 149 schools compar­ 
ed with 87 six years back. 
Swimming would be one of the 
big ones if it were not for the 
lack of facilities. If schools had 
pools in their buildings the most 
healthful 
sport there is could 
be enjoyed by the entire student 
body and many lives would be 
saved in later years. Even with 
its restricted facilities, swim­ 
ming has 73 schools with teams. 
Six years ago it was a competi­ 
tive sport in 57. 
Tennis also is climbing. It 
has moved from 57 to 95 high 
school teams. Golf is going big. 
It is played by 139 high schools,

surprising sport also is 
soccer. 
It is gaining in many 
areas and today 121 high schools 
in Pennsylvania have teams. But 
it also was reasonably strong 
six years ago when it had 113 
teams. 
The smallest number of teams 
is the 51 who shoot rifles com­ 
petitively. However, this is an 
increase from the 34 of 1954, 
and again facilities and locality 
play a big part in its popularity 
and availability. 
The trend is obvious. Even 
among the young people there 
is a wide interest in sports. At 
one time only those who were 
built for rugged football or could 
handle a basketball or baseball 
were given much attention in high 
school. Today the boys and girls 
can earn their letters in a wider 
choice of games, many of which 
have far more lasting benefits 
than the so-called major sports. 
The story of baseball sadly 
is true all the way up the line.

However, it is far from a dead 
one and many towns have hot 
stove or little leagues that pro­ 
vide more diamond action for 
the boys than does a high school 
team. 
Warren is an outstand­ 
ing example of this with over 
800 boys playing ball, and the 
county is beginning to double 
that number. 
There also are more young 
people, the schools are larger, 
and there must be more variety 
to accommodate all who want 
to compete. It is a natural and 
healthy trend if we make the 
most of it with the best of fa­ 
cilities for the greatest num­ 
ber. 
T h e 
provision of facilities 
should involve more than those 
who are good enough to “ make 
the team” , even if the number 
of those teams is growing. Body­ 
building should parallel charac­ 
ter and mind-development, and, 
in fact, when dene right, aug­ 
ments them. 
The recent defeat of Warren 
by Franklin on the football field, 
done to a walloping figure of 
41 to 0, can tell us much about 
our sports program. These things 
will happen in sports, even to 
the best of teams. But they also 
can be a measure. 
Does the licking mean our 
sports program is sadly lack­ 
ing in quality? 
Does it mean 
we happen to have an off-season 
in respect to material? Is Frank­ 
lin’s sports department super­ 
ior. to ours? 
Did we just have 
an off-day and a good Franklin 
team took advantage of it? 
But most important in regards 
to the development of manhood, 
how- will these beaten boys re­ 
act? 
The games to come will 
tell. 
Down through the years there 
has been much said locally about 
learning to lose. We apparently 
have some boys who now have 
that opportunity. But we contend 
that we also must learn to win. 
That involves more than skill. 
It includes the will to win, the 
ability to come back after de­ 
feat, and the poise of a gracious 
winner. 
Sport is growing. 
We must 
grow with it or it is a com­ 
plete waste of equipment, time, 
and energy.

A highlight of the Fifth World 
Forestry Congress at Seattle, 
Washington, was the planting of an 
International Friendship Grove 
on the Campus Parkway of the 
University of Washington. 
A smartly uniformed Marine 
Band from El Toro, California, 
led the procession to the plant­ 
ing site where trees representing 
65 nations had already been set 
out, but awaited the final shovel­ 
fuls of earth required to com­ 
plete the planting job. Behind the 
band marched heads of delega­ 
tions each flanked by a Girl Scout 
or a Campfire Girl carrying a 
shovel, and a Boy Scout carrying 
the flag of the delegate's country. 
After each delegate had reached 
the location of his country’s tree 
he stopped and awaited the roll 
call of Nations. 
A light breeze 
unfurled the flags until they form­ 
ed a rippling sea of color. 
Such e x o t i c and far-aw ay 
places as Burma, Cameroun, Ga­ 
bon, Ghana, Iran, Ivory Coast, 
Malaya, Nepal, Sudan and Viet- 
Nam were represented among the 
65 nations taking part in the 
ceremony. 
The delegate from Pakistan 
planted a Himalaya Chestnut tree 
while Richard McArdle, Chief of 
the U.S. Forest Service and P re­ 
sident of the Fifth World Forestry 
Congress, planted a Douglas fir 
as the United States’ contribution 
to the Peace Grove. 
Foreign students at the Univer­ 
sity of Washington unveiled a de­ 
dicatory plaque and raised the 
United Nations flag as the grand 
climax of the morning’s program, 
which concluded with a prayer for 
peace and friendship. 
As a symbol of lasting peace 
and friendship among peoples of 
the world I can think of nothing 
more fitting than a grove of trees. 
The wreath of flowers placed upon 
warrio r’ s tomb quickly withers. 
The heroic statue of bronze is 
cold and lifeless, but a tree 
renews its life each spring and 
forms a lasting link between the 
living and the dead. 
Compared to man’s brief life 
span on earth, some species of 
trees approach immortality. The

Douglas fir tree, symbolizing the 
United States at the Friendship 
Grove, has a short life span 
compared to the giant redwood 
or the 4,000 year-old bristle­ 
cone pineof California. But seven 
centuries of growth are not un­ 
usual for this noble tree which 
may reach heights of 300 feet. 
If p e a c e and international 
friendship can be kept alive dur­ 
ing the normal life span of a 
Douglas fir tree most of the 
problems that today plague the 
forests of the world can be solved 
-- for the science of forestry 
is still in its infancy. 
Shifting cultivation, ornomadic 
agriculture, which has for cen­ 
turies destroyed valuable forests 
in the tropics and mountainous 
parts of Asia, will have to be 
replaced by a permanent form 
of agriculture. 
Plantations of quick growing 
tree species — comparable to 
selected strains of hybrids in 
crop cultivation — may some day 
replace much of the existing for­ 
est in many parts of the world, 
and yield tree, five, or ten times 
the volumes produced per acre 
from today’ s natural forests. 
Primitive logging methods in 
under-developed countries will 
have to give way to modern 
mechanization if presently inac­ 
cessible forest areas are to con­ 
tribute their full share to the 
local economy anda rising stand­ 
ard of living. 
A break-through in solving the 
chemical enigma of lignin, which 
forms 30 per cent of the dry 
weight of wood, will release tre ­ 
mendous amounts of a versatile 


raw material that now goes to 
waste. 
The staggering losses by in­ 
sects, disease and wildlife that 
now occur in the forests of the 
world will be reduced significant­ 
ly through new control techniques 
developed in the field and in the 
laboratory. 
Full use of all kinds of trees, 
from presently unnamed tropical 
species to those in our own hemi­ 
sphere that are now regarded as 
inferior, will be necessary in the 
future if the needs of an expanding 
population are to be met. 
Barren places of the world — 
once heavily forested and still 
capable of growing trees — will 
have to be planted, and over- 
grazing of livestock, especially 
the goat, eliminated. 
When all of these things have 
been accomplished the Interna­ 
tional Friendship Grove will be­ 
come a living symbol of peace and 
cooperation among nations as 
men of all races and cultures 
work together with nature to 
build a better world through the 
wise use of natural resources.
